TO PREVENT DEATH FROM CHLOROFORM. 


In a paper read before the Baltimore 
Academy of Medicine, Dr. J. J. Chisholm re- 
ports resuscitation in several desperate cases 
of apparent death produced by chioroform, 
by suspéndin, the pa ient promptly by the 
feet, and long enough to glow the blood to 
gravitate to the brain. Should one be with- 
out assistance and unabie te accomplish the 
object otherwise, Dr, Chisholm advises to 
stuop quiekly, throw the patieuts’ legs over 
your shoulders, hang on t» the feet in front 
vi you, and then lift yourself. The patient's 
body, as you get upun your own ieet, will 
hang-irom your back, withthe head down. 
Now you have .time to call for help; but 
never wait forthe help to come beiore yoa 
practice suspension, vecause with the wo- 
ment’s delay your patient may have passed 
from dying inte death.

Inversion of the 
vody gives the contents of the stomach free 
vent. Dr. Chishoim has so wuch contidence 
in the value of suspension with chioroiormed 
sub jects that he is disposed to believe that 
the vital centers cannvut fail with the body 
hanging head down, and has often operated 
with the body in this position when there 
wus tendency of failure of the heart, even

The Parnel! Commission. 

Lonpon, Nov. 16.—The proceed- 
ings in the Parnell Commission 
to-day were made interesting by 
the appearance on the witness 
stand of Lady Mountmorres, whose 
husband was murdered at Clonbar, 
County Galway, in 1880. Lady 
Mountmorres testified that a 
friendly feeling existed between 
ber husband aud his tenants on the 
Eberham estate at Clonbar, until

After 
the formation of the Laud League 
he noticed a decided change in the 
manner of the people towards the 
landlords. On his cross-examina- 
tion he said he attributed the hos- 
tility of the people towards Lord 
Mountmorres partly to his conduct 
as a magistrate and partly to his 
the Jand question. 
Davitt then cross examined the 
witness and elicited the statement 
that Lord Mountmorres led the 
people to believe that he had se- 
cret communications with the 
Dublin castle authorities. 

Sergeant O’Connor testified that 
he saw a number of men with their 
hands joined, dancing round some 
marks of bloed on the spot where 
Lord Mountmorres was murdered. 

Sir Henry James of the Times 
counsel announced that he now 
proposed to give edvidencce in re- 
lation to the outrages committed 
in County Kerry. Sir Charles 
Russell protested. He said it is 
very difficult~to-follow the case if 
the prosécutors moved from one 
county to another without evi- 
dence connecting the outrages with 
the persons accused. Presiding 
Justice Hannen agreed with Sir 
-‘Charles,.. that...the Commission 
could “follow the evidence by the 
method in which it was proposed 
to give-it-only with enormous dif- 
ficulry, but when assured by the 
counsel that were no other means 
to shorten the case than the course 
proposed, the court is bound.to as- 
sent, _Sir Charles Russell there- 
upon said. warmly: “Ali I can do 
then is to protest against the course 
which certainly will not conduce 
to facilitate the Inquiry.”

As a 
means of preventing crime it may prove in- 
valuable. How constantly do we hear of 
men “falling from grace,’ as the phrase 
goes. Yet these men wust have carried their 
jace fora long time. If any one had been 
able to read their features the mischief 
might have been averted. How often are 
we assured that th s or that criminal enjoyed 
the periect confidence of his employers and 
the public till the very day of his detection; 
aa expert physiognomist would probably 
have spoite/d tim jong before. Again, face 
reading wigh» be turued to fine account in 
busivess, It is well known that every man’s 
face is more or less stamped by the pursuit 
he follows, An experienced observer can 
generally detect a lawyer, or a doctor, or a 
merchent, oc a cierk, or a mechanic, or & 
clergywan, by merely studying his face. 

The study might be earried much further. 
The same rule which enables an observer to 
distinguish a lawyer from a merchant will;
